New Orleans, March 2.—This morning 
W. P. Converse, Jr., foreman of the jury 
before which General Anderson was tried, 
published a long letter in the Picayune, 
cUlming the fairness of the working of the 
jury lo that case, and stating that the two 
colored men, without reservation, assented 
to the verdict of guilty. To-day the follow­ 
ing was tendered the Picayune in reply to 
that letter, but it was refused insertion in 
that paper. It is from one of the two col­ 
ored jurymen referred to by Converse: 
New Orleans, La., March 2, 1878.— To 
Ow Editor of Ow Daily Picay urw—D e a r Blit: 
As one of the two colored Jurors impaneled 
to serve in the case of the Blate against 
Thomas C. Anderson, I beg leave to differ 
with Mr. W. P. Converse, Jr., in his state 
men! to ^rour paper of even date re­ 
garding the above case. 
As a matter o; 
tact, I it as summoned to serve as talesman 
In the Superior Criminal Court ot this par­ 
iah, Jndge Whittaker presiding, and was 
sworn in to serve in the case above refer­ 
red to. 
After having carefully listened 
to the witness and charge of the Judge, 
had cjme to the conclusion that Gen. An­ 
derson was not guilty, and so expressed 
my opinion at the time, the other colored 
juror and Mr. Welch agreeing with me. 
Mr. Herrick stated .at that time that Gen. 
Anderson shonld be sent to the Peniten­ 
tiary fourteen years, aad therefore moved 
that he be fonnd guilty. A vote was tak­ 
en, and we then stood nine tor guilty and 
three for not guilty.
